City sees biggest population 
loss in single year since 
2001, census estimates show

The U.S. Census Bureau’s annual 
population estimates have rarely 
brought good news for the city of 
Baltimore in recent years. The latest 
release is no exception. 

The city lost 7346 people, or 1.2% ofits 
population, during the 12 months that 
ended July 1, 2018, according to census 
figures published Thursday. 

The decline, which puts Baltimore’s 
estimated population at 602,495 as of 
July1, 2018, is the biggest loss the city has 
experienced in a single year since 2001 It 
also marks the fourth year in a row in 
which the city’s population has fallen, 
starting in 2015. 

The estimates are extrapolated from 
the 2010 census using administrative 
records on births, deaths and other 
information. 

Aspokesman for Baltimore’s ex officio 
Mayor Bernard C. “Jack” Young said the 
accuracy of the numbers depend on the 
accuracy of the census count. 

“If you don’t do well on that one, that 
has ramifications for all subsequent 
years,” said the spokesman, Lester Davis, 
referring to the 2010 census. 

An appeal of the 2010 census numbers 
netted the city an increase of just 113 
people, but Davis said the true number 
could be higher due to residents in 
high-rise complexes not being fully 
counted. 

The 2020 census is less than a year 
away. 

“That’s where the emphasis is going 
to be placed at,” he said. 

The annual population estimates help

Young puts 
another 
Pugh aide 
on leave 


Acting Baltimore mayor: 
‘The city is functioning’

Baltimore’s acting mayor has put 
another aide to Democratic Mayor 
Catherine Pugh on paid leave, according 
to sources familiar with the move, 
adding to the number of her staff 
members now not currently on the job. 

The aide is Stephanie Hall, who is on 
the staff of the Baltimore Women’s 
Commission, three City Hall sources 
said Thursday. She is a former campaign 
chairwoman for Pugh. 

Pugh put herself on paid leave April 1, 
saying she needed to time to recover 
from pneumonia. She left work as she 
faced questions over her sale of her 
“Healthy Holly” children’s books to 
entities with business before the city. 

Bernard C. “Jack” Young, the Demo- 
cratic City Council president, has 
stepped up to the mayor’s job in Pugh’s 
absence. 

In recent days, Young sent five other 
Pugh aides — many of whom have 
personal ties to the mayor — home on 
paid leave. He has not offered any public 
explanations, saying he cannot discuss 
personnel decisions. 

Young’s office issued a statement 
Wednesday saying he would “make 
decisions necessary to provide stability 
and continuity of government.” 

“To that end, I will on-board persons 
whom I believe are best able to achieve 
both continuity and stability during this 
unusual time in Baltimore’s history,” 
Young said.

Mueller’s report 
details evidence for

WASHINGTON — The long-awaited 
report from special counsel Robert 
Mueller details abundant evidence 
against President Donald Trump — 
finding 10 episodes of suspicious behav- 
ior — but ultimately concluding it was 
not Mueller’s role to determine whether 
the commander in chief broke the law. 

“The evidence we obtained about the 
President’s actions and intent presents 
difficult issues that would need to be 
resolved if we were making a traditional 
prosecutorial judgment,” Mueller’s team 
stated in the report submitted to Con- 
gress on Thursday. 

Mueller wrote that he would have 
exonerated Trump if he could, but he

WASHINGTON — Robert Mueller’s 
report represents “only part of the story” 
of Russian interference in the 2016 
presidential election, according to Mary- 
land lawmakers who say Congress must 
now question the special counsel and 
subpoena his report, minus the redac- 
tions. 

“We must continue to follow the 
facts? said Rep. C.A. Dutch Ruppers- 
berger, who is a former assistant state’s 
attorney in Baltimore County. 

Ruppersberger, like many in the 
state’s mostly Democratic delegation, 
considered the report an invitation to 
delve further into the activities of 
Republican President Donald Trump 
and his associates in the 2016 campaign.
